CHAPTER  44,  ACTS  OF  1842 
COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 

In  the  year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Forty  two. 

AN  ACT  to  annex  a part  of  Taunton  to  Berkley. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  — 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  So  much  of  the  town  of  Taunton  as  lies 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  town  of  Berkley,  as  established 
by  the  act  incorporating  said  Berkley,  is  hereby  annexed  to 
Berkley. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

This  is  the  fourth  in  my  research  of  a series  of  legislative 
Acts  setting  up  the  land  area  of  Berkley. 

The  original  Act  incorporating  the  town  (see  the  1975 
annual  report)  said  that  the  lands  and  estates  of  certain  fami- 
lies, while  located  within  the  boundaries  of  Berkley,  were  not 
to  be  included  in  the  new  town  but  remained  under  the  juris- 
diction of  their  original  town. 

These  exclusions  were  partly  eradicated  by  Chapter  89 
of  the  Acts  of  1809,  published  in  the  1977  annual  report;  the 
above  Act,  Chapter  44  of  the  Acts  of  1842,  completed  the 
wiping  out  of  all  the  exclusions  mentioned  in  the  original  Act 
of  incorporation.  Certain  lands  in  Dighton  were  also  mentioned 
in  the  original  Act;  these  came  into  Berkley  with  the  annexa- 
tion of  Assonet  Neck  from  Dighton.

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TOWN  CLERK’S  REPORT 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

As  of  January  1,  1978  the  revised  town  seal,  accepted 
by  the  voters  at  a town  meeting  October  6,  1977,  became  the 
official  seal  of  the  town. 

Again  attention  is  called  to  the  statutes  requiring  the 
qualification  of  every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  town 
office,  board  or  committee,  by  taking  an  oath  of  office  before 
entering  upon  his  duties.  In  other  words,  without  having  taken 
this  oath,  the  appointee  has  no  right  to  perform  any  duties 
of  the  office. 

Further,  the  law  is  clear  as  to  the  method  of  resigning 
an  office.  Section  109  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  says 
that  no  resignation  of  a town  officer  shall  be  in  effect  unless 
and  until  it  is  filed  with  the  town  clerk;  and  the  town  clerk 
is  required  immediately  to  notify  the  selectmen  and  the  re- 
maining members  of  a board  if  it  is  from  a member  of  a board. 
Too  often  the  selectmen  are  “accepting”  resignations  them- 
selves instead  of  sending  the  person  who  is  resigning  to  the 
town  clerk’s  office. 

At  no  cost  to  the  town,  Elections  Warden  Winifred  Bock- 
ley  and  I attended  an  area  conference  on  paper  ballot  proce- 
dures, held  at  New  Bedford.  We  learned  a few  details  that 
would  help  us  in  the  conduct  of  elections  in  Berkley,  but  in 
general  our  election  procedures  are  quite  in  order. 

By  the  Acts  of  1977,  Chapter  930,  the  state  secretary 
was  directed  to  promulgate  regulations  governing  the  approval 
of  voting  equipment  and  procedures,  and  this  is  to  be  done 
by  April  3,  1979.  To  the  original  draft  of  the  regulations, 
several  changes  suggested  by  your  town  clerk  have  been 
accepted. 

In  the  latest  legislative  redistricting  of  the  State  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives,  Berkley  now  finds  itself  in  the 
First  Bristol  Senatorial  District  and  in  the  Ninth  Bristol 
Representative  District,  and  participated  in  the  elections  in 
these  districts  in  the  September  19  primaries  and  in  the  No- 
vember 7 election.  We  welcome  as  our  representative  in  the 
House,  Raymond  S.  Peck  of  Dartmouth ; and  we  welcome  back 
as  our  State  Senator  our  long  time  friend,  John  F.  Parker  of 
Taunton.  We  say  goodbye,  with  thanks  for  their  services,  to 
Representative  Manuel  Raposa  of  Somerset  and  to  Senator 
Mary  Fonseca  of  Fall  River. 
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Three  elections  were  held  in  1978;  the  town  election,  with 
381  ballots  cast;  the  state  primaries,  with  239  ballots  cast; 
and  the  state  election,  with  739  ballots  cast.  It  seems  odd 
that  the  state  election  always  brings  out  more  voters  than 
the  town  election,  but  that  is  the  case.  The  addition  of  several 
new  voting  booths  helped  considerably  in  cutting  down  the 
lines  of  people  waiting  to  vote  at  the  state  election.  In  another 
year,  I will  be  asking  for  a larger  ballot  box,  since  during  the 
deposit  of  the  multipage  ballots  of  a state  election,  we  fre- 
quently find  the  present  box  filling  up  and  jamming,  necessi- 
tating the  transfer  of  some  of  the  ballots  cast  to  a temporary 
storage  box  until  the  closing  of  the  polls. 

It  was  a pleasure  to  find  that  on  October  20,  1908,  Frank 
E.  Ames  of  Myricks  Street  registered  as  a voter  in  Berkley, 
and  has  reached  and  passed  the  seventieth  year  of  his  con- 
tinuous registration  as  a voter  in  the  town.  For  this  civic 
achievement,  Mr.  Ames  received  congratulatory  letters  from 
many  officials  from  the  White  House  down;  perhaps  the  most 
appreciated  by  him  was  a personal  visit  from  Senator  and 
Mrs.  John  F.  Parker;  the  Senator  presented  him  with  a cita- 
tion from  the  Senate  and  also  made  him  an  honorary  Senator 
from  Berkley.  To  this  gentle,  unassuming  man,  who  registered 
in  1908,  as  he  says,  to  vote  for  Taft  for  President,  this  all 
meant  a great  deal.  Through  the  Town  Clerk’s  Association 
publication,  a search  is  on  in  the  other  towns  in  the  state 
for  comparable  records. 

I cannot  say  too  much  in  appreciation  of  the  help  and 
cooperation  so  freely  given  to  me  throughout  the  year  by  the 
librarian,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Dillingham,  by  the  Library  Trustees, 
and  by  my  neighbors  across  the  street  under  Chief  James 
Barrow.

Article  1.  Amended  Article  20  of  the  town  by-laws.  As 
amended,  Article  20  is  as  follows: 

Article  20 

Mobile  Homes  and  House  Trailers 

Section  1.  No  permit,  except  a temporary  or  replacement 
permit,  for  a house  trailer  or  mobile  home  to  be  used  for 
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dwelling  purposes  shall  be  issued  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Section  2.  A temporary  permit  for  a house  trailer  or  mobile 
home  may  be  issued  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  to  any 
applicant  who  is,  at  the  time  of  the  application,  in  the  process 
of  actual  construction,  erection  or  making  major  repairs  to 
a dwelling  house  on  the  same  premises  for  which  a permit 
is  sought. 

Section  3.  Any  house  trailer  or  mobile  home  located  in  the 
Town  before  this  by-law  becomes  enacted  may  be  replaced  on 
said  lot  by  succeeding  house  trailers  or  mobile  homes  by  the 
same  owner,  provided  that  each  succeeding  house  trailer  or 
mobile  home  is  of  the  same  or  larger  floor  area  and  is  of 
newer  manufacture  than  the  one  that  preceded  it.  A replace- 
ment permit  shall  be  required  from  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
for  each  replacement  unit. 

Section  4.  An  unoccupied  house  trailer  or  mobile  home  may 
be  parked  on  one’s  property  if  it  remains  on  its  wheels  and 
is  not  connected  to  any  public  utilities  or  sanitation  facilities, 
and  shall  not  be  subjected  to  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Section  5.  Definitions. 

(a)  A house  trailer  or  mobile  home  shall  be  defined  as  a 
factory  fabricated  structure  without  motive  power  of  its  own, 
expandable  or  not,  primarily  designed  to  be  drawn  or  hauled 
by  a motor  vehicle  on  streets  or  highways  on  its  own  wheels 
or  on  a flat  bed  or  other  trailer,  and  to  be  used  as  a residence 
for  living  purposes,  whether  on  wheels  or  on  a temporary  or 
permanent  foundation. 

(b)  A permit  is  the  authority  granted  by  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings  to  allow  a mobile  home  or  house  trailer  to  be  per- 
mitted on  a house  lot. 

(c)  A temporary  permit  is  a permit  issued  by  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings  to  an  applicant  in  the  process  of  actual  construc- 
tion, erection,  or  the  making  of  major  repairs  to  a dwelling 
house  on  the  same  premises.  Such  a permit  shall  be  valid 
for  one  year,  but  may  be  extended  for  one  additional  year  if 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings  is  satisfied  that  said  construction, 
erection,  or  repair  is  being  carried  forward  in  good  faith.  If 
the  construction  ceases  to  be  carried  forward  in  good  faith, 
said  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  revoke  the  permit. 

(d)  A replacement  permit  is  a permit  issued  by  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings  to  an  applicant  who  is  desirous  of  replacing  on 
the  same  lot  of  land  his  then  existing  house  trailer  or  mobile 
home. 
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Article  2.  Article  21  of  the  by-laws  repealed,  and  a new 
Article  21  adopted,  as  follows: 


Article  21 

A.  Dimensional  and  Use  Regulations 

Section  A 1.  No  building  or  house  trailer  to  be  used  as  a 
residence  including  attached  or  detached  garages,  carports, 
accessory  buildings,  or  porches  shall  be  hereafter  erected  or 
placed  within  a setback  distance  that  is  equal  to  one-half  the 
existing  road  width  plus  fifty  feet,  as  measured  from  the 
centerline  of  any  established,  traveled  roadway,  or  within  fif- 
teen feet  of  a property  line  not  bordering  such  established 
roadway.  Minor  projections  of  said  buildings  such  as  eaves, 
steps  and  outside  chimneys  shall  be  excluded  from  the  speci- 
fied distances. 

Section  A 2.  No  building  to  be  used  for  business  or  indus- 
trial purposes  shall  be  hereafter  erected  or  placed  within  a 
setback  distance  that  is  equal  to  one-half  the  existing  road 
width  plus  seventy-five  feet  as  measured  from  the  centerline 
of  any  established,  traveled  roadway,  or  within  thirty  feet 
of  a property  line  not  bordering  such  established  roadway. 
Small  roadside  stands  of  a portable  nature  shall  be  excluded 
from  this  regulation. 

Section  A 3.  No  building,  residential,  business  or  industrial, 
or  a house  trailer  to  be  used  as  a residence  and  including  any 
accessory  buildings  thereof  shall  be  hereafter  erected  or  placed 
on  any  lot  of  land  having  a frontage  on  a street  or  roadway 
of  less  than  one  hundred  fifty  feet  and  having  an  area  of  less 
than  forty  thousand  square  feet,  unless  at  the  time  of  adop- 
tion of  this  by-law,  ownership  of  such  lot  was  held  separately 
from  the  adjacent  land,  or  such  lot  was  shown  on  a plan  or 
described  in  a deed  recorded  with  the  Bristol  County  (Taun- 
ton District)  Registry  of  Deeds. 

Section  A 4.  Not  more  than  one  dwelling  of  any  kind,  with 
its  accessory  buildings,  shall  be  hereafter  erected  or  placed 
upon  any  lot  of  land,  and  not  more  than  one  family  shall 
occupy  such  dwelling. 

Section  A 5.  No  building  or  house  trailer  to  be  used  as  a 
residence  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed,  enlarged,  reduced, 
or  in  the  case  of  a building  be  removed  without  a permit  from 

the  Inspector  of  Buildings  upon  application  thereof,  accorn- 
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panied  by  a plan  or  sketch  showing  the  location  and  dimen- 
sions of  the  proposed  building  or  alteration. 

* 

Section  A 6.  Uses,  whether  or  not  on  the  same  parcel  as 
activities  permitted  as  a matter  of  right,  accessory  to  activi- 
ties permitted  as  a matter  of  right,  which  activities  are 
necessary  in  connection  with  scientific  research  development 
or  related  production,  may  be  permitted  upon  the  issuance 
of  a special  permit  provided  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority  finds  that  the  proposed  accessory  use  does  not  sub- 
stantially derogate  from  the  public  good. 

Section  A 7.  Pre-existing  non-conforming  structures  or  uses 
may  be  extended  or  altered,  provided  that  no  such  extension 
or  alteration  shall  be  permitted  unless  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority  issues  a special  permit  after  making  a 
finding  that  such  change,  extension  or  alteration  shall  not 
be  substantially  more  detrimental  than  the  existing  non-con- 
forming use  to  the  neighborhood. 


B.  Enforcement. 

Section  B 1.  This  by-law  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings,  and  upon  any  well-founded  information  as  to  a 
violation,  the  said  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  take  immediate 
steps  to  enforce  this  by-law  in  the  manner  provided  by  law, 
including  a fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  violation.  Each 
day  such  violation  continues  shall  constitute  a separate  offense. 
Said  one  hundred  dollars  fine  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  fine  as 
set  forth  in  Article  10,  Section  2,  town  of  Berkley  by-laws. 

Section  B 2.  Construction  or  operations  under  a building  or 
special  permit  shall  conform  to  any  subsequent  amendment 
of  this  by-law  unless  the  use  or  construction  is  commenced 
within  a period  of  six  months  after  issuance  of  the  permit 
and  in  cases  involving  construction,  unless  such  construction 
is  continued  through  to  completion  as  continuously  and  ex- 
peditiously as  is  reasonable. 


C.  Administration 
Section  C 1.  Special  Permits. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  established  a Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority  which  shall  be  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  who 
shall  have  the  power,  after  a public  hearing  and  in  accordance 
with  General  Laws,  Chapter  40A,  Section  9,  to  grant  upon 
application  or  petition  a special  permit  for  the  use  of  land 
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and/or  structures  as  herein  defined  and  after  finding  that  the 
proposed  use  of  land  or  structure  is  in  harmony  with  the 
general  purposes  and  intent  of  this  by-law  and  will  not  be 
detrimental  to  the  neighborhood. 

(b)  Special  permits  shall  be  required  for  any  and  all  land 
and/or  structures  uses  excepting  single  family  residential 
dwellings,  their  appurtenant  structures,  and  those  other  uses 
as  set  forth  in  Chapter  40 A,  Section  3,  General  Laws. 

(c)  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  submit  all 
applications  and/or  petitions  for  special  permits  to  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  Board  of  Health  and  Conservation  Commission 
for  their  review,  comments  and  recommendations.  Said  Boards 
and  Commission  shall  be  required  to  submit  their  comments 
and  recommendations  in  writing,  with  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority  and  with  the  applicant  within  thirty-five 
days  of  receipt  by  said  Boards  or  Commission,  of  the  applica- 
tion or  petition.  Failure  on  the  part  of  said  Boards  and  Com- 
mission to  act  within  the  specified  time  period  shall  be  deemed 
an  expression  of  their  approval. 

(d)  Special  permits  shall  only  be  issued  following  a public 
hearing  which  must  be  held  within  sixty-five  days  after  the 
special  permit  application  is  filed  with  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority. 

(e)  Special  permits  which  are  granted  shall  lapse  if  a sub- 
stantial use  has  not  commenced  or  if  construction  has  not  be- 
gun except  for  good  cause,  within  six  months  after  grant  of 
the  special  permit.*  Included  in  the  six  month  time  limit  shall 
be  the  time  required  to  pursue  or  await  the  determination  of 
an  appeal  referred  to  in  Section  17  of  General  Laws,  Chapter 
40A,  from  the  grant  of  the  special  permit. 


Section  C 2.  Variances. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  established  a Permit  Granting  Authority 
which  shall  be  the  Board  of  Appeals  as  provided  by  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40A,  Section  12. 

(b)  The  Board  shall  consist  of  three  members  and  one  asso- 
ciate member  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. The  appointments  first  made  shall  be  for  one,  two,  and 
three  years  respectively,  so  that  the  terms  of  one  member 
expire  each  year  and  subsequent  appointments  shall  be  for  a 
term  of  three  years.  The  term  of  the  associate  member  shall 
be  one  year.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  elect  annually  a 
chairman  from  its  own  number  and  a clerk.  The  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  appoint  said  associate  member  to 
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sit  on  the  Board  in  case  of  absence,  inability  to  act,  or  conflict 
of  interest  of  any  member  of  said  Board. 

(c)  Any  member  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  be  removed 
for  cause  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  upon  written  charges 
and  after  a public  hearing.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  un- 
expired terms  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  original 
appointments. 

(d)  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  have  the  power  after  a public 
hearing  to  grant  upon  appeal  or  upon  petition  with  respect 
to  particular  land  or  structures  a variance  from  the  terms 
of  this  by-law.  All  variances  shall  be  granted  in  accordance 
with  General  Laws,  Chapter  40A,  Section  10. 


Section  C 3.  Appeals. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  reason  of  his  inability  to  obtain 
a permit  or  enforcement  action  from  any  administrative  officer 
under  the  provision  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  40 A,  or  the 
Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
District,  or  any  person  including  an  officer  or  board  of  Berkley 
or  of  an  abutting  city  or  town  aggrieved  by  an  order  or 
decision  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  or  other  administrative 
officer  in  violation  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  40A,  or  this  by- 
law may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  by  filing  a notice  of 
appeal  with  the  Town  Clerk,  who  shall  forthwith  transmit 
copies  thereof  to  the  officer  or  board  whose  order  or  decision 
is  being  appealed  and  to  the  Board  of  Appeals.  Such  officer 
or  board  shall  forthwith  transmit  to  the  Board  of  Appeals 
all  documents  and  papers  constituting  the  record  of  the  case 
in  which  the  appeal  is  taken  . 

* The  approval  of  the  Attorney  General  did  not  include  the 
last  sentence  of  Section  A 5 of  Article  21  as  voted  by  the 
town,  and  this  sentence  was  removed.  It  was  “Buildings  or 
alterations  of  less  than  one  hundred  square  feet  of  floor  area 
shall  be  excluded  from  this  regulation.”  The  reason  for  removal 
is  that  there  is  no  provision  in  the  State  Building  Code  for 
such  an  exemption  from  construction  or  alteration  permits.

BOARD  OF  REGISTRARS  OF  VOTERS 

This  is  a report  of  our  activities  in  1978,  made  to  all 
the  people  of  Berkley. 

There  was  a major  change  in  the  taking  of  the  annual 
street  listing  as  of  January  1,  1978;  the  age  at  which  listing 
commenced  was  reduced  to  3 years.  This,  of  course,  increased 
the  work  load  of  the  registrars,  although  being  permitted 
to  do  most  of  the  work  by  phone  helps  out  in  saving  travel 
time  and  expense.  We  still  have  to  check  the  various  areas 
for  new  homes,  as  well  as  making  personal  calls  on  persons 
having  unlisted  phones. 

The  total  number  of  persons  listed  as  of  January  1,  1978 
was  2,378,  of  which  1,681  were  ages  17  and  over,  comparing 
to  the  1977  number,  1,622.  We  copied  from  the  list  a total 
of  905  names  of  persons  ages  3 to  21,  for  the  school  depart-

At  the  request  of  the  Council  on  Aging,  a list  of  persons 
ages  60  and  over  was  furnished  to  them ; this  list  contained 
286  names,  or  12%  of  the  total  listings.  For  another  survey, 
the  percentages  and  age  groups  sought  were  as  follows: 
Ages  3 to  14  24%  Ages  35  to  64  33% 

Ages  15  to  34  35%  Ages  65  and  over  8% 
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At  the  end  of  1978  the  town’s  voting  list  contained  1,185 
names.  There  were  a total  of  119  new  registrations,  while  93 
names  were  removed,  for  a net  increase  over  1977  of  26 
registered  voters.  The  breakdown  by  party  membership  as 
of  December  31 : 


As  the  American  Party  did  not  nominate  any  candidates 
for  state  office  in  1978,  it  lost  its  status  as  a major  party, 
and  any  registered  members  automatically  became  unenrolled 
voters,  commonly  called  independents. 

The  total  number  of  hours  of  special  registration  sessions 
held  by  the  Board  in  1978  was  99;  this  includes  some  evening 
and  same  Saturday  hours.  In  addition  to  special  sessions, 
resident  may  register  at  the  town  clerk’s  office  during  his 
regular  office  hours.  Our  percentage  of  registered  voters  in 
relation  to  the  total  number  of  residents  in  the  voting  age 
category  is  70%,  a little  over  two  thirds  of  those  eligible  to 
register. 

Our  appropriation  for  fiscal  1978  was  augmented  by  a 
transfer  from  the  school  department  of  $197.29  for  their 
share  of  street  listing  costs.  From  the  total  thus  made  vail- 
able,  including  the  appropriation  of  $1,075.00,  the  amount  of 
$1,038.01  was  expended:

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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 
1978 

During  1978  Berkley  was  again  able  to  get  through  the 
year  without  borrowing  any  money  in  anticipation  of  tax 
revenues.  We  reduced  our  bonded  indebtedness  to  $20,000 
or  less  than  $10.00  per  person.  However,  during  1978  our 
tax  rate  increased  4.8%  from  $62.00  to  $65.00.  This  increase 
was  caused  primarily  by  a substantial  increase  in  the  cost  of 
education  combined  with  other  increases  beyond  our  direct 
control.  The  state  is  not  reimbursing  the  communities,  includ- 
ing Berkley,  at  the  rate  originally  agreed  upon.  We  would 
like  to  point  out  once  again  that  Berkley  continues  to  rank 
among  the  top  ten  of  the  351  cities  and  towns  in  Massachu- 
setts in  the  ratio  of  school  costs  to  the  total  budget.  More 
than  80%  of  our  taxes  continue  to  be  used  to  pay  for  education. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  event  during  1978  was  the  February 
Blizzard.  Your  Highway  Department  did  an  outstanding  job 
and,  by  working  through  the  night,  by  Wednesday  afternoon 
the  Berkley  roads  were  passable  and  we  were  able  to  lift  the 
driving  ban.  Berkley  was  the  first  town  in  Southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts to  do  this  because  we  felt  it  was  important  that 
people  be  kept  off  their  roads  only  as  long  as  was  absolutely 
necessary.  We  continued  to  improve  the  roads  throughout 
Berkley  and  traffic  control  signs  were  erected.  We  also  up- 
graded the  highway  drainage  system  that  eliminated  a num- 
ber of  problem  areas. 

The  Second  Annual  Berkley  “Citizen  of  the  Year”  Awards 
were  won  by  Wajciech  Pysz  for  his  outstanding  volunteer  work 
throughout  the  community  and  particularly  with  the  annual 
flower  show  and  by  Richard  Babbitt  for  his  many  years  of 
dedicated  service  to  the  children  of  Berkley  as  bus  driver  and 
custodian  at  the  Elementary  School.  Berkley  has  many  citizens 
deserving  of  special  recognition. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Town  voted  to  hire  an 
outside  revaluation  firm  to  revalue  all  property  in  the  Town 
of  Berkley.  A tax  system  works  best  when  it  is  equitable.  We 
are  hopeful  that  this  revaluation  will  create  a more  equitable 
tax  base  throughout  Berkley  and  that  everybody  will  work 
together  to  make  a smooth  a transition  as  possible. 

As  has  happened  before,  we  face  many  hidden  costs.  All 
municipal  employees  now  receive  unemployment  insurance. 
Our  liability,  fire  and  theft  insurance  continues  to  cost  more 
and  our  county  and  local  retirement  expenses  increase  each 
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year.  All  these  costs  are  beyond  our  direct  control.  We  are 
encouraged  that  our  newly  elected  Governor  stated,  both  dur- 
ing his  campaign  and  since  his  election,  that  the  State  will 
return  $500  Million  each  year  to  the  cities  and  towns  specifi- 
cally to  reduce  property  taxes.  This  is  money  that  was  origi- 
nally designated  for  this  purpose  but  which  has  been  withheld 
from  us  in  recent  years.  This  will  have  a significant  impact 
on  our  property  taxes.  He  has  also  promised  that  no  more 
programs  will  be  mandated  by  the  State  without  adequate 
funding.  Recent  Massachusetts  governments  placed  a terrific 
burden  on  Berkley  by  passing  expensive  programs  that  had 
to  be  paid  for  locally  by  property  taxes. 

In  November  Richard  Perry  resigned  after  more  than 
twenty  years  as  Town  Treasurer.  As  required  by  law,  we 
appointed  an  interim  Treasurer  to  serve  until  the  forthcoming 
election.  Dick  and  his  wife,  Lois,  Assistant  Treasurer  and 
Clerk,  did  an  outstanding  job  for  Berkley  for  many  years. 
Alfred  Townley,  Berkley’s  Tax  Collector,  agreed  to  become 
our  interim  Treasurer.  Dick  helped  A1  during  the  transition 
and  the  State  audited  the  books  finding  everything  in  ex- 
cellent condition.  We  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
Dick  and  Lois  for  these  many  years  of  dedicated  service  to 
Berkley. 

Berkley  continues  to  retain  a uniqueness  as  a Town  in 
which  to  live.  We  remain  dedicated  to  interfering  as  little  as 
possible  in  the  lives  of  our  neighbors.  Government  must  main- 
tain order  and  handle  other  necessary  functions  with  as  little 
notice  as  is  possible.  To  do  this  most  successfully,  we  need 
your  help. 

During  the  spring  of  1978  a second  Berkley  Voluntary 
Clean  Up  Campaign  was  held  which  again  was  very  success- 
ful. We  also  have  many  volunteers  who  serve  on  our  com- 
missions throughout  the  year.  It  is  only  with  your  help  that 
we  can  remain  efficient  and  free. 

Please  take  the  time  to  read  the  attached  reports.  If  you 
have  any  questions,  do  not  hesitate  to  ask  those  who  are 
directly  involved.  We  meet  every  Thursday  evening  at  7 :30 
P.M.  in  the  basement  of  the  Junior  High  School.  These  meet- 
ings are  open  to  the  public  and  we  encourage  you  to  attend 
and  either  listen  or  share  your  ideas  and  concerns  with  us.

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HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 
BICENTENNIAL  COMMISSION 

In  1978  two  Historical  Commission  projects  were  com- 
pleted. A survey  of  all  historical  buildings,  cemeteries  and 
archaelogical  sites  in  Berkley  was  conducted.  More  than  one 
hundred  of  these  will  be  researched,  photographed  and  re- 
corded for  town  and  state  archives.  Two  sites  have  possible 
national  significance,  and  may  be  nominated  for  the  National 
Register.  Lynda  Stanley,  a graduate  at  Harvard  and  liaison 
from  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission,  attended  the 
survey  meetings. 

The  Hathaway  Family  of  America  met  in  Berkley  on 
June  20,  21  for  the  65th  Meeting  of  the  descendants  of  John 
Hathaway  who  settled  on  Berkley  Street  in  1658.  An  old 
fashioned  home  town  weekend  was  enjoyed  by  Hathaways 
from  all  over  America.  Highlights  included  a program  of 
Child  Life  in  Berkley  from  1658  - 1900  with  costumed  chil- 
dren, mothers  and  grandmothers  demonstrating  early  crafts 
and  relating  nostalgic  town  history.  A beautiful  quilt  exhibit 
and  display  of  children’s  clothing,  toys  and  books  completed 
the  program.  Children  participating  included  Lynn  Contraras, 
Michelle  Fazio,  Elizabeth  McGee,  Jessica  Roache,  Michael 
Ghilarducci,  Andrew  and  Garrett  Parker.  A surprise  Muster 
on  Berkley  Common  by  the  Taunton  Militia  Company  fol- 
lowed by  a supper  and  Hoedown  at  the  Myricks  Methodist 
Church  Hall  completed  Saturday’s  program. 

On  Sunday  The  Hathaways  worshiped  at  the  Berkley 
Congregational  Church  followed  by  a coffee  hour  hosted  by 
church  members.  A bus  tour  of  Berkley  and  Dighton  fol- 
lowed, including  the  rededication  of  the  refurbished  Hathaway 
marker  on  Berkley  Street,  a visit  to  the  Dighton  Community 
Church  to  hear  the  Revere  bell  and  tours  of  the  Dighton  John 
Hathaway  and  Thomas  Corman  homesteads.  A farewell  dinner 
at  the  Old  Town  Hall  on  Berkley  Common  concluded  the 
weekend.  Many  of  the  older  Family  members  remarked  that 
this  was  the  very  best  reunion  they  had  ever  attended,  and 
seemed  reluctant  to  leave  town.  This  is  the  second  visit  of 
the  Hathaway  Family — they  plan  to  return. 

A special  note  of  appreciation  to  Police  Chief  Harold 
Ashley  and  his  officers  for  the  excellent  handling  of  all 
parking,  traffic  and  other  problems.  We  thank  the  numerous 
dedicated  townspeople  for  their  time,  loan  of  family  treasures 
and  hospitality  on  behalf  of  the  town. 
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During  1979,  the  Berkeley  International  Society  will  com- 
memorate the  250th  anniversary  of  the  arrival  in  America 
of  Bishop  George  Berkeley,  for  whom  our  town  is  named. 
Historical  tours  of  Newport,  lectures,  musicals  and  receptions 
will  be  held  throughout  the  year.  If  you  plan  a visit  to  New- 
port, R.I.,  attend  these  events.  They  are  a part  of  our  Berkley 
heritage. 

Carolyn  Chester,  a member  of  the  Historical  Commission 
died  in  December,  1978.  Her  goal  of  a Summer  Crafts  Pro- 
gram for  children,  her  dedication  and  many  hours  of  hard 
work  will  long  be  remembered.  During  the  two  Hathaway 
Reunions  she  assumed  very  important  roles,  and  added  much 
historical  information  to  the  survey  this  past  summer.  When- 
ever she  was  called  upon  for  any  reason,  she  was  always 
willing  and  never  failed  to  follow  through  on  her  responsibili- 
ties. We  shall  miss  her  as  a co-worker,  but  more  than  that, 
as  a friend.

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OFFICE  OF  CIVIL  PREPAREDNESS 

To  the  Residents  of  Berkley: 

Again  it  was  my  pleasure  to  serve  you  as  your  Civil  De- 
fense Director  this  past  year.  The  department  had  a very 
busy  1978  with  the  blizzard  and  water  problems  as  well  as 
the  usual  amount  of  paper  work  and  meetings. 

Our  first  major  operation  was  the  “Great  Blizzard”.  With 
the  greatest  of  efforts  from  our  highway,  fire,  and  police 
departments  as  well  as  help  from  my  Deputy  Director  Robert 
Harmon  and  numerous  townspeople  we  were  able  to  take  care 
of  the  many  needs  resulting  from  the  blizzard.  Townspeople 
volunteered  their  time  and  vehicles  to  deliver  food  and  medi- 
cine to  those  unable  to  travel. 

Also  during  the  past  year  I have  rewritten  both  the 
emergency  warning  and  radiological  annexes.  There  are  now 
thirteen  townspeople  trained  in  radiation  monitoring.  I have 
also  secured  two  complete  sets  of  monitoring  equipment  for 
the  town.  Besides  these  changes  and  the  work  done  during 
the  blizzard,  the  department  has  responded  to  approximately 
twenty  calls  for  emergency  cellar  pumping. 

Finally,  I have  spent  approximately  four  hundred  hours 
on  calls,  paperwork,  and  attendance  at  regular  monthly  meet- 
ings required  by  the  state.  My  Deputy  Director  has  done  like- 
wise spending  nearly  three  hundred  hours  on  calls,  meetings 
and  securing  equipment.  Volunteer  work  amounted  to  at  least 
fifteen  hundred  hours. 

I look  forward  to  serving  you  again  in  1979.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

December  31,  1978 

On  June  30,  1979  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  will  complete  twenty  years  of  service  to  the  Town 
of  Berkley  and  nineteen  other  communities  in  the  county. 

The  Project  again  experienced  another  heavily  infested 
mosquito  season.  Our  ditching-  program  was  impeded  as  all 
trucks  were  pressed  into  service  with  mist  blowers  and  ultra- 
low  volume  sprayers.  Two  of  our  trucks  were  also  pressed 
into  service  on  Saturdays. 

The  Project  intends  to  add  two  more  ultra-low  volume 
sprayers  during  the  coming  mosquito  season. 

Despite  the  increase  of  the  mosquito  population,  out  of 
the  four  equine  encephalitis  cases  reported  in  the  county,  only 
one  case  was  confirmed. 

The  Blizzard  of  February  6th  added  to  the  heavy  infesta- 
tion of  mosquitos,  as  the  snow  melted,  creating  innumerable 
breeding  areas  that  could  not  be  reached  for  larviciding. 

We  finally  began  our  larviciding  program  in  April  and 
15  acres  were  treated  before  our  sprayers  were  mounted  on 
May  22nd. 

The  spraying  season  terminated  on  September  19th  and 
our  brook  and  ditch  maintenance  program  got  underway.  This 
resulted  in  the  reclamation  of  1,325  feet  of  existing  waterways 
and  the  removal  of  1,325  feet  of  brush. 

We  thank  the  residents  of  Berkley  for  their  continued 
cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DIST. 

(SRPEDD) 

During  1978,  the  Town  of  Berkley  continued  its  member- 
ship in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  District,  a planning  agency  set  up  by  state  legis- 
lation to  serve  the  communities  in  southeastern  Massachusetts. 

The  District  is  governed  by  a Commission  consisting  of 
a chief  elected  official  or  a designee,  and  a planning  board 
member  from  each  member  municipality,  and  six  minority 
and  low-income  representatives. 

Berkley’s  Commission  member  is  S.  Kenneth  Woodward 
representing  the  Planning  Board.  Berkley  has  also  been  repre- 
sented on  several  advisory  committees  to  the  District  Com- 
mision. 

District  staff  under  the  guidance  of  the  Commission  and 
various  committees  prepares  plans  for  southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts on  such  subjects  as  landuse,  housing,  transit,  trans- 
portation, economic  development,  water  quality  and  solid  waste 
as  required  and  funded  by  the  state  and  federal  governments. 
Preparation  of  certain  regional  reports  enables  communities 
to  be  eligible  for  state  and  federal  funding. 

Most  of  the  District’s  time,  however,  is  devoted  to  assist- 
ing cities  and  towns.  Through  the  municipal  assistance  pro- 
gram each  municipality  receives  a certain  amount  of  time 
at  no  cost  beyond  the  per  capita  assessment.  Municipal  as- 
sistance projects  can  include  the  following:  Master  Plans; 
Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plans;  Subdivision  Regulations; 
Landfill  Inspections ; Site  Analyses  for  Proposed  Development ; 
Solid  Waste  Plans;  Drainage  Studies;  Urban  Renewal  Plans; 
Home  Rule  Charters ; Zoning  Ordinances ; Transportation  Cor- 
ridor Studies ; Traffic  Circulation  Plans ; and  Industrial  Survey 
Plans. 

The  District  also  serves  as  a conduit  for  information  and 
assistance  on  federal  programs  such  as  Community  Develop- 
ment Block  Grants  or  Public  Works  Projects  and  enables  local 
officials  to  participate  in  state  and  federal  policy  making. 

During  1978,  the  District  assisted  Berkley  specifically  by 
providing  information  to  the  Council  on  Aging  on  easy  access 
for  the  handicapped  to  public  buildings.  SRPEDD  staff  also 
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provided  assistance  with  historic  preservation  activities  by 
identifying  buildings  and  sites  to  be  included  in  a historic 
survey.  Presently  the  staff  is  updating  Berkley’s  Zoning  By- 
Laws. 

The  District,  in  essence,  represents  the  collective  will  of 
the  cities  and  towns  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.  As  the 
responsibilities  and  problems  of  the  municipalities  become 
increasingly  complex,  the  agency  can  provide  the  necessary 
technical  assistance,  insure  cooperation  among  municipalities, 
and  provide  for  a comprehensive  approach.

Secondly,  although  outstanding  taxes  are  somewhat  high- 
er than  last  year,  the  original  levys  for  Fiscal  1978  represent 
larger  increases  to  be  collected,  because  of  this  fact  we  are 
in  good  shape. 

Last  but  not  least,  during  these  times  of  tight  money 
and  high  costs  we  must  all  continue  to  pay  our  tax  obliga- 
tion as  soon  as  possible  to  avoid  further  costs  in  fees  and 
interest.  All  taxes  now  are  subject  to  10%  interest  charge 
after  expiration  of  due  period  plus  fees  and  other  charges  as 
accrued.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  BERKLEY  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  calendar  year  of  1978,  the  Planning  Board 
reviewed  and  signed  six  (6)  plans  depicting  a total  of  ten 
(10)  lots  of  land  not  requiring  approval  under  the  Subdivision 
Control  Law.  In  addition,  one  (1)  development  containing 
eight  (8)  house  lots  requiring  approval  under  the  Subdivision 
Control  Law  was  submitted  to  and  approved,  with  modifica- 
tions, by  the  Board. 

At  a special  town  meeting  held  in  June  1978,  the  Board 
presented  a new  set  of  zoning  by-laws  which  replaced  Berkley’s 
old  by-laws  and  brought  the  town  into  conformity  with  Chap- 
ter 808  of  the  Acts  of  1975.  These  were  well  received  and 
passed  at  the  town  meeting.  They  were  subsequently  approved 
by  the  Attorney  General’s  Office. 

In  order  to  retain  Berkley’s  status  in  the  HUD-FIA  Flood 
Insurance  Program  it  was  necessary  to  add  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Conservation  Com- 
mission and  to  draft  an  agreement  between  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen and  Inspector  of  Buildings  as  to  procedure.  The  Plan- 
ning Board  drafted  these  regulations  and  amendments  and  pre- 
sented them  to  the  above  mentioned  Board  for  adoption.  The 
modifications  have  been  presented  to  HUD-FIA  for  approval. 

As  was  noted  in  last  years  annual  report,  the  wetlands 
mapping  project  undertaken  by  I.E.P.  is  complete.  We  are 
currently  working  with  SRPEDD  to  draft  protective  by-laws 
for  wetlands  and  water  resources  in  Berkley  based  on  these 
maps  and  will,  hopefully,  have  a proposal  to  present  to  the 
town  early  in  1979. 

The  Board  is  currently  working  to  revise  its  rules  and 
regulations.  We  feel  that  there  is  still  a potential  for  rapid 
uncontrolled  growth  within  the  town  and  these  revisions  will 
insure  that  future  subdivisions  will  be  an  asset  to  the  town. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month.  Anyone  interested  in  matters  concerning  town  plan- 
ning is  urged  to  attend.

Gentlemen : 

As  Fire  Chief,  I submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1978. 

During  the  year,  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  135 
calls;  building,  22;  brush  and  grass,  43;  motor  vehicles,  25; 
miscellaneous,  33 ; illegal  burning,  9 ; Mutual  Aid  to  Taunton,  3. 

The  Ambulance  manned  by  Fire  Department  Emergency 
Medical  Technicians  responded  to  175  calls  for  assistance. 
Morton  Hospital,  93;  other  area  hospitals,  25;  auto  accidents, 
6;  homes  and  rest  homes,  26;  miscellaneous,  18;  Mutual  Aid 
to  Freetown,  5;  Mutual  Aid  to  Dighton,  3. 

Anyone  contemplating  the  installation  of  any  wood-burn- 
ing apparatus  (i.e. ; stoves,  heaters,  etc.)  should  be  aware  that 
the  State  Building  Code  requires  the  issuance  of  a permit, 
available  from  the  Building  Inspector  for  the  installation  of 
any  such  apparatus.  The  installation  of  such  apparatus  must 
also  be  inspected  by  the  Fire  Chief. 

With  a wood  burning  stove  you  would  be  well  advised 
to  have  the  chimney  cleaned  at  least  once  a year  to  prevent 
chimney  fires. 

It  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  that  certain  insurance 
companies  require  notification  of  the  installation  of  wood  burn- 
ing apparatus  in  order  to  maintain  fire  insurance  coverage  in 
effect.  It  is  recommended  that  users  of  such  apparatus  checks 
with  their  own  insurance  company  to  determine  specific  com- 
pany policy. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Firefighters,  Police  Department  and 
all  others  who  helped  me  carry  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

In  making  my  visits  as  Inspector  of  Buildings  during  this 
past  year,  I have  found  most  construction  work  to  be  satis- 
factory and  meeting  with  the  regulations  of  town  by-laws 
and  the  minimum  standards  as  set  forth  by  the  Massachusetts 
Building  Officials  Code  Administration  (B.O.C.A.).  All  work 
found  not  to  be  in  accordance  with  minimum  standards  has 
since  been  corrected  and  all  builders  are  currently  complying 
with  standards  of  acceptance. 


Records  have  been  maintained  and  can  be  considered 
accurate  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  through  December  31, 
1978.  A monthly  report  of  building  permits  issued  has  been 
filed  with  the  office  of  the  Selectmen  and  published  in  local 
newspapers.

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For  the  benefit  of  those  who  may  be  considering  new  con- 
struction or  the  remodeling  of  existing  property  in  the  future, 
a set  of  guidelines  pertaining  to  building  code  regulations  is 
available  at  the  town  offices.  Regular  office  hours  of  the  In- 
spector of  Buildings  are  held  most  Thursday  evenings  from 
7 :00  to  9:30  P.M.  where  I will  be  available  to  answer  questions 
and  assist  townspeople  in  completing  building  permit  applica- 
tions. 


Finally,  there  have  been  an  increasing  number  of  inquiries 
regarding  building  code  regulations  for  the  installation  of 
solid  fuel  heating  appliances  (woodburning  stoves)  not  only 
in  Berkley,  but  across  the  state  of  Massachusetts  and  through- 
out New  England  as  well.  According  to  information  received 
from  the  Fire  Marshall’s  office,  the  greatest  single  cause  of 
home  fires  involving  solid  fuel  heating  appliances  is  due  to 
faulty  installation.  The  accumulation  of  statistics  pertaining 
to  this  problem  is  providing  insurance  companies  with  enough 
legal  evidence  to  void  insurance  policies  and  deny  claims  for 
losses  when  it  can  be  shown  that  the  home  owner  was  negligent 
in  failing  to  obtain  an  installation  permit  and  required  inspec- 
tions of  the  work  completed  as  determined  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Building  Code  20  and  those  of  other  states.  According 
to  the  latest  building  code  regulations,  after  July  1,  1979, 
all  solid  fuel  heating  appliances  must  bear  a label  indicating 
their  construction  and  design  has  been  tested  and  approved 
by  the  Underwriter’s  Laboratory  No.  1482.  (Massachusetts 
Building  Code:  Sec.  113.5,  800.6,  1001,  2108,  2109).  Used  solid 
fuel  appliances  must  also  be  inspected  and  approved  by  local 
authority  prior  to  installation.  (Code:  Sec.  800.6,  2109.7).  All 
used  units  will  be  checked  for  a)  cracks  and  gaps  in  the  body; 
b)  loose  welds  or  cement;  c)  thin  sports  and  performations ; 
d)  rust  or  corrosion;  and  e)  inoperable  moving  parts  such  as 
dampers,  doors,  vents,  and  baffies.  Anyone  desiring  to  obtain 
information  pertaining  to  the  installation  of  wood  stoves,  fire- 
places, and  other  types  of  home  heating  appliances  may  con- 
tact me  during  weekly  office  hours  when  I shall  be  happy  to 
assist  them  in  obtaining  the  information  they  desire.

The  Berkley  Council  on  Aging  was  established  by  vote 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1973,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  8B  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  carry  out  programs  designed 
to  meet  the  Problems  and  Needs  of  the  Elderly  in  Berkley, 
and  in  cooperation  with  Programs  of  the  Excutive  Office  of 
Elder  Affairs  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

In  April  of  1978,  Bristol-Plymouth  received  a five  year 
accreditation  from  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges,  Inc.  This  evaluation  was  intended  to  develop, 
maintain,  and  improve  sound  educational  standards  and  to 
promote  the  best  interests  of  Bristol-Plymouth.  This  process 
followed  a year  of  careful,  in-depth  self-study  by  the  school 
staff.

A series  of 
recommendations  were  made  to  further  improve  the  quality 
of  educational  opportunities  to  the  students  enrolled.  I am 
pleased  to  assure  local  citizens  of  our  regional  district  that 
Bristol-Plymouth  has  submitted  all  its  programs,  procedures, 
and  facilities  to  the  scrutiny  of  outside  professional  educators, 
and  its  offerings  have  been  deemed  worth-while. 

The  Educational  Program  at  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional 
Technical  School  served  744  High  School  students  and  101 
Post  Graduate  students  in  17  Occupational  Programs. 

In  November,  250  members  of  the  General  Advisory 
Board  Committee  met  at  a dinner  meeting  and  this  event 
proved  to  be  highly  contructive  and  successful,  and  assured 
the  school  that  the  programs  were  meeting  the  needs  of  in- 
dustry. 

Our  membership  into  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges,  and  their  commendations  attest  to  our 
sound  academic  curriculum.  Furthermore,  our  student’s  pub- 
lication of  a literary  magazine,  “The  Scribe”,  received  recog- 
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nition  from  the  Department  of  Education  and  other  state 
officials.  6.3%  of  last  years  graduation  class  were  placed  in 
institutions  of  higher  learning,  and  seven  of  our  students 
competed  favorably  in  an  accelerated  learning  experience  at 
Bridgewater  State  College  sponsored  by  Project  Contemporary 
Competitiveness. 

The  cost,  assessed  member  communities,  to  send  a student 
to  Bristol-Plymouth  for  the  current  fiscal  year  is  $1,362.01. 
Four  years  ago  it  cost  the  taxpayers  of  the  District  $1,881.80. 
This  reduction  in  the  per  pupil  cost  to  member  communities 
has  been  accomplished  by  the  sound  fiscal  management  policies 
set  by  the  School  Committee  and  a favorable  response  from 
the  Commonwealth  to  our  petitions  for  State  aid. 

Based  upon  current  data,  we  project  our  per  pupil  cost  to 
remain  stable  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

The  Guidance  Department  is  functioning  at  peak  efficiency 
with  the  return  of  Mrs.  Jean  Whelan  and  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Charles  Cummings.  Their  expertise  has  greatly  assisted 
the  department  in  implementing  most  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  Evaluation  Committee.  As  rcommended,  several  new 
programs  providing  greater  services  to  the  entire  population 
are  meeting  with  much  success.  The  student  population  is 
also  being  maintained  at  full  capacity  according  to  a state 
mandated  admissions  plan.  It  must  also  be  noted  that  the  Data 
Processing  Service  Bureau  has  greatly  enhanced  our  delivery 
of  services  to  the  students,  the  school  and  the  participating 
communities. 

The  Special  Needs  Department  continues  to  comply  with 
regulations  of  Chapter  766.  Several  programs,  including  an 
Adaptive  Physical  Educational  Program  and  the  Title  I Pro- 
gram, have  continued  and  are  effective  in  meeting  special 
academic  needs. 

In  January  of  1978,  Bristol-Plymouth  applied  for  and  re- 
ceived a direct  entitlement  of  $80,218  to  institute  a program 
for  the  hearing  impaired. 

Our  Night  School  Program  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
most  popular  and  successful  in  the  school.  Over  1700  area 
residents  use  our  facilities  after  school  hours  for  practical  arts 
instruction,  trade  preparatory,  and  trade  extension  instruc- 
tion. In  addition  to  the  standard  night  school  courses,  the 
school  is  used  by  several  community  groups  on  a regular  basis. 
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Last  year,  our  Cooperative  Program  had  61  members  of 
the  graduating  class  participating  in  the  area  for  which  they 
were  trained  at  Bristol-Ply mouth. 

Our  Placement  Program  was  effective  for  88%  of  our 
graduating  class.  This  figure  further  shows  that  64.7%  of 
the  graduating  students  entered  the  trade  for  which  they 
were  trained,  10%  entered  other  fields,  6:3%  are  attending 
institutions  of  higher  learning,  and  6.9%  are  enlisted  in  the 
Armed  Services. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Bristol- 
Plymouth  School  District  Committee,  Advisory  Board,  and 
the  enthusiastic  parents,  citizens,  and  students  who  support 
the  educational  program  at  Bristol-Plymouth.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools. 

The  past  year  for  our  school  system  has  been  one  of  out- 
standing achievement  and  reward  for  our  students  as  well  as 
the  dedicated  teaching  staff  and  support  personnel  who  serve 
them. 


The  administrative  staff  has  worked  diligently  to  utilize 
a team  management  approach  to  address  substantive  educa- 
tional issues  on  a Union-wide  basis — a seed  which  has  begun 
to  germinate  with  very  positive  effects  upon  our  students! 
Our  staff’s  enthusiasm  appears  to  be  at  an  all-time  high  with 
regard  to  activities  and  programs  they  are  helping  develop 
to  ever  improve  our  students’  educational  experiences. 

Keeping  pace  with  state-mandated  programs  has  encour- 
aged our  school  system  to  fill  its  two  existing  central  office 
vacancies  with  an  Administrative  Assistant,  whose  multi- 
faceted role  includes  interfacing  with  the  School  Committee, 
parents,  and  staff,  and  an  Administrative  Intern,  serving  as 
Director  of  Curriculum.  I feel  the  background  of  diverse  edu- 
cational experiences  these  persons  possess  has  brought  to  us 
a breath  of  fresh  air,  if  you  will,  which  broadens  our  view- 
point and  makes  for  a more  enlightened  base  for  sound  ad- 
ministrative decision-making. 

Areas  of  significant  progress  to  date  include  budget  prep- 
aration and  general  financial  accounting.  We  have  deliberately 
set  about  the  task  of  constructing  a very  specific,  more  real- 
istic budget  than  ever  before  and  are  currently  using  a 
mechanized  accounting  system  to  categorize  every  expenditure 
for  the  most  effective,  efficient  and  economical  management 
of  your  tax  dollars! 

Teacher  inservice  is  being  stressed  this  year,  also,  for 
we  recognize  the  need  for  continued  professional  development 
of  our  staff  because  it  has  a direct  relationship  to  the  growth 
of  our  children.  Workshops  have  been  designed  to  meet  teacher 
needs  with  emphasis  placed  on  reading  and  training  our 
teachers  in  how  to  provide  for  any  gifted  and  talented  stud- 
ents they  may  encounter  in  their  classes. 
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Nation-wide  attention  is  being  paid  the  area  of  students’ 
competency  in  the  basic  skills,  and  our  school  system  is  no 
exception.  A very  positive  direction,  in  fact,  is  the  formation 
of  our  system-wide  testing  committee  which  meets  bi-weekly 
to  address  specific  aspects  of  our  entire  basic  skills’  com- 
petency program.  Our  school  system  will  be  fully  prepared 
to  implement  the  Department  of  Education’s  recommendations 
within  the  Department’s  prepared  timetable,  thanks  to  the 
untiring  efforts  of  your  teaching  and  administrative  personnel 
to  pursue  a goal  not  easily  achieved ! 

Curriculum  efforts  this  year  highlight  reading,  the  num- 
ber one  priority  for  our  professional  attention,  specific  details 
of  which  can  be  found  in  the  principals’  reports.  Significant 
strides  have  been  made  in  our  teaching  of  reading,  we  feel, 
and  the  administration  will  continue  to  encourage  and  support 
its  development  in  our  schools. 

Improvements  have  been  realized  not  only  in  staff  but 
in  facilities  as  well.  Since  my  report  of  last  year,  the  central 
office  has  acquired  a new  face  in  the  housing  of  its  three 
previously-separate  branches  now  located  in  expanded  facili- 
ties at  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School.  Students  in 
the  D-R  structural  carpentry  program  completed  the  renova- 
tion which.  I feel,  make  a most  attractive  and  effective  place 
to  conduct  the  school  system's  daily  business. 

I now'  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  Edward  G.

TRIBUTES 

The  teachers  and  students  of  the  Berkley  Schools  extend 
their  sincere  gratitude  for  the  many  years  of  dedicated  service 
given  by  Mr.  Richard  Babbitt  and  Mrs.  Beverly  Strickland. 
Mr.  Babbitt  and  Mrs.  Strickland  resigned  their  positions  as 
janitor  and  secretary  this  year.  Their  interest  and  efforts  for 
the  children  of  Berkley  will  be  long  remembered.  We  wish 
them  health  and  success  in  the  future. 

PARENT  INVOLVEMENT 

A number  of  citizens  and  parents  of  Berkley  have  been 
organized  on  several  educational  committees  this  year.  They 
have  served  on  the  Hi-Potential,  Hi-Performance  Parent- 
Teacher  Advisory  Committee,  the  Principal’s  Parent  Advisory 
Committee,  and  the  Title  I Parent  Advisory  Council. 

As  Principal,  I appreciate  their  interest,  efforts,  and  con- 
tributions in  helping  provide  Berkley  with  better  educational 
programs. 


BERKLEY  SCHOOLS 

A slight  reorganization  in  our  grade  structure  has  enabled 
us  to  house  grades  6-8  in  one  building,  to  have  two  classes 
for  each  grade  (1-8),  to  improve  our  Title  I Resource  Room, 
and  to  set  up  an  elementary  library  facility. 

The  Berkley  Elementary  School  library  facility  has  been 
much  improved.  Several  parents  and  teachers  worked  during 
the  summer  months  to  catalog  our  library  books  and  to  set 
up  our  library.  The  many  summer  hours  spent  on  our  library 
enabled  our  students  to  use  this  facility  in  mid-September. 
With  a donation  of  $1000  by  our  Parent-Teacher  Organization 
and  the  use  of  federal  and  budgeted  funds,  we  also  increased 
the  number  of  books  available  to  students.  Our  library  is 
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presently  serviced  by  parent  volunteer  and  junior  high  school 
students.  Elementary  students  can  now  use  the  library  to  do 
research  on  an  individual  or  small  group  basis  in  the  morn- 
ing and  take  out  books  in  the  afternoon.  Some  furniture  will 
soon  be  added  to  augment  our  elementary  library.  We  appre- 
ciate our  parent  and  student  volunteers  who  help  provide  our 
elementary  students  with  a library. 

Our  teachers  have  been  very  busy  this  year  as  they 
develop  our  educational  programs.  We  have  committees  active- 
ly involved  with  our  Hi-Potential,  Hi-Performance  and  Right- 
to-Read  programs.  Other  members  of  our  staffs  are  serving 
on  Testing  and  Curriculum  Committees.  Moreover,  most  teach- 
ers are  presenting  monthly  panel  reports  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee on  various  aspects  of  our  curriculum.  The  Reading 
Awareness  Program  Committee  deserves  a special  commenda- 
tion for  the  hne  presentation  and  exhibit  prepared  for  parents 
in  October.  It  was  unfortunate  that  so  few  parents  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  opportunity  to  learn  about  the  reading  pro- 
gram in  Berkley  Schools. 

FEDERAL  PROGRAMS 

We  have  again  been  able  to  supplement  our  educational 
programs  with  federal  grant  monies.  Our  schools  will  profit 
from  over  $19,000  received  for  this  school  year,  the  largest 
sum  ever  received  by  Berkley. 

Our  successful  Title  I program  will  be  expanded.  With 
a recent  amendment,  we  will  be  able  to  offer  Title  I services 
for  grades  2-8.  Students  in  these  programs  are  offered  reme- 
dial/tutorial services  in  reading,  grades  2 - 8,  and  in  mathe- 
matics, grades  7-8.  We  will  shortly  increase  our  Title  staff 
to  include  another  instructional  aide.  This  program  will  then 
have  a teacher  and  two  instructional  aides  to  service  some 
sixty  students  in  our  schools. 

Title  IVB  funds  help  us  expand  our  regular  programs 
with  filmstrips,  reading  kits,  and  library  books. 

HI-POTENTIAL,  HI-PERFORMANCE  PROGRAM 

Last  year  I reported  that  a policy  had  been  accepted 
by  the  Berkley  School  Committee  to  develop  programs  for 
students  with  high  ability  and  who  were  capable  of  high 
performance. 
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This  year  we  are  slowly  implementing  this  policy.  Pres- 
ently, we  have  some  thirty  students  (grade  3-8),  who  are 
being  considered  for  the  program.  They  have  been  selected 
on  the  basis  of  testing  (ability  and  achievement)  and  a 
teacher  checklist  and  recommendations.  More  referrals  will 
be  made  in  the  future.  We  have  held  conferences  with  eleven 
parents  to  inform  them  of  their  child’s  selection.  These  stud- 
ents have  also  been  interviewed  by  their  respective  teachers, 
and  some  have  started  an  individualized  program. 

We  have  also  been  encouraging  teacher  workshops  on 
giftedness  so  that  our  staffs  can  gain  as  much  knowledge  as 
possible  for  these  programs. 

I will  also  be  recommending  a part-time  coordinator  for 
this  program.  In  order  to  serve  these  students  with  good 
programs,  to  increase  the  number  of  students  to  be  served, 
and  to  have  continuity  within  the  program,  such  a person 
is  necessary.  I hope  that  support  will  be  present  in  order 
that  Berkley  provide  these  students  with  these  enriching  pro- 
grams. 


CONCLUSION 

Our  sincere  gratitude  to  the  faculties  of  both  schools, 
the  Berkley  Parent-Teacher  Organization,  the  Berkley  Police 
Association,  the  Berkley  Lions  Club,  the  Berkley  Public  Li- 
brary trustees  and  librarian,  the  supportive  personnel  of  our 
schools:  secretary,  nurse,  custodians,  cafeteria  workers,  and 
teacher  aides.  We  commend  their  interest,  efforts,  and  con- 
tributions which  make  Berkley  Schools  better. 

Our  educational  programs  have  also  been  enhanced  by 
the  interest  and  cooperation  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee 
and  Dr.  Harrington  and  his  central  office  staff. 

We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  committed  teachers,  sup- 
portive parents,  interested  supportive  personnel,  and  good 
students.  Together  we  can  provide  Berkley  students  with  a 

good  education.

A special  report  covering  our  facility  needs  was 
produced  and  distributed  in  February  of  1979;  therefore,  we 
will  not  repeat  the  details  in  this  report.  We  encourage  you 
to  familiarize  yourself  with  our  needs  and  to  actively  support 
our  requests  with  involvement  on  committees  and  affirmative 
action  during  presentations  at  town  meetings.  Your  support 
is  vital  to  the  facility  improvements  which  must  be  made! 

The  twelve  months  which  have  elapsed  since  my  last 
report  have  been  very  productive,  active  months  for  every- 
one connected  with  our  schools.  We  have  established  objec- 
tives to  enhance  the  teaching  environment,  encouraged  active 
involvement  of  parents  and  teachers  in  the  decision-making 
process,  and  improved  the  programs  we  offer  to  the  children 
we  serve. 

I feel  the  principal’s  report  shows  evidence  of  the  height- 
ened level  of  activity  within  our  schools  and  the  willingness 
of  professional  and  support  staff  to  give  that  full  measure  of 
support  which  continuously  helps  us  smooth  our  daily  opera- 
tion— a support  for  which  I am  indeed  grateful.  The  support 
and  extra  effort  I receive  from  everyone  in  the  central  office, 
also,  is  acknowledgd  and  appreciated. 

My  thanks  I also  extend  to  our  ever-expanding  core  of 
parents  who  volunteer  their  valuable  time  and  energies  to 
various  school  projects  and  activities.  To  see  persons  through- 
out our  community  eager  to  render  such  valuable  service  to 
our  students  is  truly  heart-warming  and  rewarding!  My  per- 
sonal thanks  to  all! 

Finally,  the  time,  effort,  talent  and  vigilance  of  your 
school  committee  is  instrumental  in  the  success  we  are  achiev- 
ing. I admire  them  for  their  contributions  and  appreciate  their 
encouragement  and  support. 

As  1978  was  drawing  to  a close,  Dighton-Rehoboth  lost 
a valuable,  irreplaceable  member  of  the  teaching  staff.  The 
untimely  death  of  James  F.  Frates  was  a shock  to  his  family 
and  friends  and  a severe  loss  to  the  students  whom  he  so 
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capably  and  enthusiastically  served.  Mr.  Frates  made  signifi- 
cant contributions  as  Foreign  Language  Department  Head, 
teacher  of  Latin,  French,  Spanish,  Portuguese  and  German, 
and  National  Honor  Society  Advisor  for  each  of  the  years 
he  served  the  students  of  Dighton,  Rehoboth  and  Berkley. 
He  is  missed  but  not  forgotten! 

In  closing,  may  I take  this  opportunity  to  extend  to  you, 
the  public  supporters  of  our  school  system,  an  invitation  to 
communicate  with  me  as  we  need  to  receive  your  comments, 
reactions,  and  perceptions  concerning  your  schools  in  order 
to  provide  those  educational  experiences  you  desire  for  your 
children.  You  need  only  contact  us  to  establish  a date,  time 
and  location,  bearing  in  mind  we  will  be  happy  to  come  to 
you  if  you  prefer.  Meeting  in  individual’s  homes  has  proven 
a productive  way  to  feel  the  public  pulse,  with  concerns  and 
suggestions  followed  up  with  dispatch.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Kindergarten  Registration 

1.  A child  must  be  five  years  of  age  or  will  be  five  years 
of  age  on  or  before  the  following  January  first. 

2.  A birth  certificate  is  required. 

3.  A doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  diph- 
theria, pertussis,  tetanus,  measles,  and  poliomyelitis,  unless 
exempted  for  medical  reasons,  must  be  presented  at  regis- 
tration time. 

4.  A recent  physical  examination  recorded  on  the  Massa- 
chusetts Health  Form  by  the  child’s  doctor  must  be  completed. 

5.  Following  the  registration,  appointments  will  be  ar- 
ranged for  a hearing  and  vision  evaluation  at  school. 


Health  Policies 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  a doctor’s  certificate  is  necessary 
only  for  communicable  diseases  or  if  specifically  requested 
by  the  school. 

2.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to 
school  unless  the  school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically 
stating  the  name  of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given, 
the  student’s  diagnosis,  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medica- 
tion during  school  hours.  The  doctor’s  order  should  be  accom- 
panied by  a signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent  requesting 
the  administration  of  the  medication.  A final  check  with  the 
physician  will  be  made  by  the  school  nurse. 

3.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  parent  and  only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  provide 
transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted  an- 
nually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades: 
Kindergarten,  one,  five,  and  eight. 
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School  Hours 

The  Berkley  Elementary  School  is  in  session  from  9 a.m. 
to  3 p.m. 

The  Berkley  Junior  High  School  is  in  session  from  7 :30 
a.m.  to  1:30  p.m. 

School  Notes 

Upon  the  return  of  a student  who  has  been  absent  from 
school,  he/she  is  expected  to  bring  with  him  a written  excuse 
from  his  parents  explaining  his/her  absence. 

A request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  school  day 
should  be  made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent. 

The  Principal’s  Office,  located  at  the  Berkley  Elementary 
School,  is  open  from  7:30  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m. 

No  School — Stormy  Day  Information 

During  the  winter  when  we  have  snow  or  ice  storms 
the  decision  as  to  whether  we  have  a late  start  day  or  no 
school  will  be  broadcast  on  the  following  radio  stations  be- 
tween 5:30  and  6:30  a.m. 

WPEP  - Taunton  WRLM  - Taunton  WSAR  - Fall  River 
WALE  - Fall  River  WARA  - Attleboro  WPRO  - Providence

There  could  be  a “late  start  day”  announcement  followed 
in  an  hour  or  so  by  a “no  school  day”  if  there  should  be  a 
change  for  the  worse  in  the  weather  conditions. 

Transportation 

Bus  transportation  is  provided  for  our  students  in  Grades 
K - 12.  Bus  rules  for  students  have  been  established  by  the 
School  Committee.  A student  must  not  abuse  the  privilege  of 
riding  to  and  from  school  by  misbehavior.  The  enforcement 
of  bus  rules  is  the  responsibility  of  the  bus  driver.  Lesser 
infractions  are  handled  by  warnings  and  restrictions.  When 
a positive  change  in  the  student’s  behavior  has  not  been 
effected  or  a serious  offense  has  occurred,  the  procedure  calls 
for  the  student’s  referral  to  the  Office  of  the  Principal.  The 
next  offense  will  call  for  a probationary  period  followed  by 
loss  of  bus  privilege.
